Its estim ate of crop values com­ 
pared with $356£1L000 for the 
1990 harvest The estim ates are 
based on prices farm ers receive 
and also include the value of 
crops not sold. 
The department estim ated the

and com, at $284,445,000 this 
year. The figure last year was 
$263,569,000. 
Vegetable crops were valued at 
$64,062,000, a jump of $11,716,000 
over 1950. 
The value of fruit crops fell 
from $40,696,000 a year ago to 
$32,588,000. 
The hay harvest topped the 
field crops, although its value 
dropped from $121,005,000 in 1950 
to $119,238,000.

“This is the first 
time we have had knowledge of 
any deaths in prison camps." 
North Korean Maj. Gen. Lee 
Sang Cho hinted Friday at Pan- 
munjom that the Reds would re­ 
port that many other Americans, 
not yet accounted for, had died of

camps. 
Rear Adm. R. E. Libby quoted 
Lee as saying “we must remem­ 
ber that American*! are not ac­ 
customed to this climate and arc 
susceptible to local diseases, so it 
wouldn’t be surprising if a large 
number died of disease." 
The UN communique Friday 
said: 
“Seventy-seven per cent of the 
UN soldiers who were captured, 
taken to rear area prison camps 


and later announced by the Com­ 
munists as prisoners of war have 
since died, an analysis of data re­ 
ceived on 26 December discloses. 
Of the 585 men known to have 
reached the rear, through later 
broadcasts 
by them, letters to 
their families, announcements in 
C o m m u n i s t publications, and 
through Geneva, 450 are now 
dead."

The communique reference to 
77 per cent had no relation to the 
list of 11,559 prisoners announced 
last week.

Babson Issues Business Forecast 
And Financial Outlook for 1952 


National Income Will Be Very High 
as War Orders Take the Place 
of Peace-Time Production 


By ROGER W. BABSON 
Excluding defense orders, the 
total business volume in 1952 will 
be less than that for 1951. How­ 
ever, national income in 1952 will 
be very high, as war orders take 
the place of peace production. 
Government Controls 
The outstanding feature of 1952 
•—barring all-out war—will be the 
presidential election on November 
4, 1952. I comment further upon 
this under paragraph 48. 
The administration and its eco­ 
nomic advisors appear firmly con­ 
vinced that radical inflation is 
about to break out next year. But 
the “brain trusters” are overlook­ 
ing the fact that the boom is al­ 
ready old and that it was creaking 
badly when the Korean War broke 
out. 
The date of the slide has 
only moved ahead. 
Farm income will continue high 
in 1952. 
As 1952 wears on, the effect of 
controls, increased taxes, and high 
prices will cause a decline in legit­ 
imate business. If civilian produc­ 
tion declines too much, the public 
may then cry, “This is a govern­ 
ment-made slump; let’s change the 
administration.” 
If in 1952 it becomes evident 
that business is declining too much 
as a result of government curbs, 
the planners at Washington will 
rush their patient into an oxygen 
tent. 
Labor Outlook 
Many labor groups w’ill be suc­ 
cessful in getting another round of 
wage increases in 1952. Although 
there may be more important 
strikes in the first part of 1952. 
there should be a decline in work 
stoppages in the last half year. 
Tightness in the labor supply 
will continue through 1952, partic­ 
ularly of highly-skilled workers. 
Wages of such workers will be ad­ 
vanced voluntarily in order to hold 
them. 
The Taft-Hartley Law will not 
be repealed during 1952, but may 
be amended. 
The administrators 
of the law will continue to wink at 
some of its clauses. 
Commodity Prices Will 
Remain Firm 
Wholesale prices of many com­ 
modities will suffer a mild decline 
in 1952 when compared with the 
price level for Dec. 31, 1951. 
In 
some lines the drop may be quite 
steep from the high levels of 1951. 
Retail prices for 1952. will hold 
Steady. 
Commodity speculation for a 
rise will not pay in 1952. Further­ 
more, our expanding stockpiles of 
strategic materials present real 
price threat in the event of a peace 
scare. Such stockpiles could then 
act strongly as a depressant on 
prices. Wise merchants will oper­ 
ate with only a conservative inven­ 
tory. 
The cost of living will remain 
high during 1952. 
This predic­ 
tion recognizes that living costs 
next year may continue above the 
lower levels that existed during 
the first half of the year now 
closing. 
I also predict further 
rises in freight and passenger 
rates. 
Farm Outlook Good 
Congress will not take any ac­ 
tion during 1952 to legally bolster 
so-called Fair Trade price main­ 
tenance. It’s too risky politically 
when consumers are complaining 
about the cost of living. But, 
some manufacturers will tighten 
up on distributors, eliminating 
those who won’t sign Fair Trade 
contracts. 
Barring crop failures, the total 
supply of food available should be 
laager in 1952 than for 1951, since 
the government will raise planting 
quotas as part of its attack on 
inflation. 
If the weather is ex­ 
tremely favorable, 
the govern­ 
ment will be asked to give away 
suiplus crops. 
With prospects good for a ris­ 
ing supply of feed grains, most 
meat should be more plentiful 
next year than in 1951. Prices for 
beef, however, will be held up by 
high wages and military needs. 
Local Taxes Win Be Higher 
The burden of Federal taxes, 
both corporate and personal, will 
not be increased again during 
lf52 above the advance late in 
1951. State and municipal taxes, 
however, will go higher again. 
The above forecast is based on 
the assumption that unless Stalin 
starts World War III during the 
• arly months of 1952, he has made 
up his mind to forget World War 
III until the United States and 
our Allies again “go to sleep,” 
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which may be some years hence. 
We give this as a definite predic­ 
tion as to the outlook for World 
War III. 
There are three ways of pre­ 
venting inflation: (I) increased 
production; (2) decreased spend­ 
ing; and (3) as a last resort, in­ 
creased taxes. I forecast that the 
current exploitation and accom­ 
panying fear, of inflation are not 
yet at their peaks for this busi­ 
ness cycle. 
. 
States and municipalities will 
again be under pressure to find 
adequate sources of revenue. Fur- 
I ther increases in sales taxes by 
states and municipalities can be 
looked for next year. 
There will be no increase in 
I “luxury taxes” during 1952. 
Domestic Trade Uncertain 
Credit curbs will continue to 
hold down the demand for auto­ 
mobiles 
and certain 
household 
equipment. Completions of fewer 
dwellings will also act as a dam­ 
per on furniture sales. 
Falling demand for hard goods 
should 
stimulate 
the 
public’s 
spending 
for food and lower- 
priced soft goods. 
The above trend forecast will 
mean a decline in department 
store volume. I predict a rise in 
the sales of variety and drug 
chains. 
Foreign Trade Outlook 
I believe that armament is to 
become a new and permanent in­ 
dustry'. at least for many years to 
come. Airplanes, tanks, artillery, 
guns, and munitions will con­ 
stantly be replaced as they be­ 
come obsolete. This new activity 
will operate much as the automo­ 
bile industry has operated. I fore­ 
cast that this will be more and 
more recognized throughout 1952. 
Barring new war developments, 
II look for continued shrinkage in 
our civilian exports during 1952. 
Imports, however, may rise fur­ 
ther. Exports to South America 
will be off. Total foreign trade 
should not be changed much, but 
i the exporters will be on the short 
end of this business with the im­ 
porters gaining. 
Except for war supplies, it will 
become more difficult to convince 
Congress that additional heavy 
credits should be granted abroad. 
Many domestic manufacturers 
will feel increasing competition 
from foreign merchandise. A cry 
for increased tariff protection will 
be heard; but no radical tariff 
legislation will result. 
More Deficit Financing 
The first quarter of 1952 may 
actually see a budget surplus as a 
result of (ugh National Income 
and increased taxation. But, a 
Federal deficit will surely arise 
during the ba I arite of the year. 
« 
Government loans will gradu­ 
ally increase during 1952 and 
there will be some strenthening of 
basic interest rates. 
Government bonds will continue 
to be held tightly between the 
floor of Federal Reserve support 
purchases and the ceiling of Fed­ 
eral Reserve anti-inflation sales. 
Under 
such 
conditions, 
price 
changes should be negligible dur­ 
ing 1952. 
While Canada and South Africa 
have permitted “free markets” or 
revaluation of gold, because of in­ 
creases in costs of production, the 
Administration is still opposed. 
The Gold Stock of the United 
States is, however, likely to be re­ 
valued upward when the nation, 
in the opinion of government eco­ 
nomists. “needs another shot of 
inflation.” This will not be in 
1952. 
Stock Market and Bond Outlook 
Until the danger of war is past, 
wise people who can easily do so 
will move out of large bomb-vul- 
i nerable cities and avoid having in­ 
vestments in such areas. 
Sometime during 1952 stocks 
will 
sell 
lower 
than 
current 
quotations. This applies especially 
to oils and certain “blue chips.” 
| 
Stocks now in the best position 
I for 1952 should be many of those 
t that have not been popular as in- 
i nation hedges in the past months. 
I like good chain variety store 
stocks, certain movie stocks and 
possibly the air-transportation is­ 
sues.

Investment Trust funds, pension

Such a program will emphasize 
diversification—not only by com­ 
pany and industry, but also by 
quality and cash. 
Highest-grade taxable corporate 
bonds should hold in a narrow 
price range during 1952, but I see 
no reason for individual investors 
to buy them ‘unless they are 
CONVERTIBLES. 
With present high income taxes, 
tax-exempt bonds should continue 
in good demand. Investors should 
see to it that their bond maturi­ 
ties are carefully diversified, with 
some part of their bond funds ma­ 
turing each year. As there usual­ 
ly is not a good market for tax- 
exempts when an estate is liqui­ 
dated, it is wise to hold only such 
bonds as will mature near the 
time of one’s probable death. 
Real Estate Activity 
Much of the recent real estate 
boom was the result of easy credit 
—almost nothing down and small 
payments for years hence. Under 
the recent legislation there will be 
fewer small homes built Id 1952; 
but some credit restrictions will 
be modified. 
Mortgage money 
should soon be had on more lib­ 
eral credit terms. 
Non-essential commercial build­ 
ing will be hit in 1952—but, bar­ 
ring World War m , controls will 


be lessened rather than increased. 
Tile decline in new building will 
continue to throw a wet blanket 
over speculation in vacant sub­ 
urban lots during 1952. 
The scare caused by the Korean- 
China War and fears of an early 
outbreak in other sections will ad­ 
versely affect the demand for big 
city real estate. This fear, how­ 
ever, is declining and many who 
had put their city properties up for 
sale are withdrawing them. 
Small sustenance farms should 
hold up well in price as these con­ 
tinue to be valuable inflation 
hedges. 
Demand for large com­ 
mercial farms, however, should 
weaken as the year progresses. 
Any swing back toward rent 
control will act as a further dam­ 
per on new apartment house build­ 
ing. There is as yet no incentive 
to build homes for rental income, 
although rent control is gradually 
lessening. 
Tighter 
credit 
controls 
will 
make it more difficult to improve 
older residential properties. Hence, 
the prices for these should weak­ 
en even though these are now the 
best buys. 
Volume of money and credit in 
circulation will continue to in­ 
crease to about the peak of a few 
years back. The big rise has been 
in credit. 
Much of the credit in­ 
crease is "secured” by commodity 
and property values that can 
shrink 
greatly 
when 
defense 
spending ends. 
Defense Orders and Politics 
Those who can do so should at­ 
tempt to get defense orders if 
needed to hold up production vol­ 
umes and reduce overhead. 
Not 
too much profit from such war 
business should be expected. These 
, contracts will be subject to tight­ 
fisted renegotiations. 
The political outlook for 1952 
will be completely dominated by 
jockeying for position in the pres­ 
idential race for 1952. 
Barring 
World War II, Congress will pass 
very little new legislation except 
some sops to labor and the veter­ 
ans. 
Congress will still be dominat­ 
ed by a conservative coalition of 
northern Republicans and south- 
! em Democrats. This north-south 
coalition will still be able to curb 
onslaughts by New Dealeds. 
Democrats, as well as Republi­ 
cans in Congress are making every 
effort to avoid antagonizing farm­ 
ers. Again, im 1952—as in 1948— 
the farmers will hold the balance 
of power in the presidential and 
many congressional elections. Mid­ 
west states can make or break 
the presidential candidates. The 
labor vote is overrated.

R£V. DR. FRANK B. SEELEY 
The City of Kingston lost one of its best 
known residents and outstanding clergymen 
in the death of the Rev. Dr. Frank B. See­ 
ley, pastor emeritus of the Fair Street 
Church, where he had been pastor from 
1898 to 1943. 
Dr. Seeley’s life was one devoted to assist­ 
ing others, a life of intense devotion to his 
calling, a life of unselfish service to human­ 
ity. In the constant self sacrifice of his time 
and energy, he sought only that people 
whom he loved might be made happy. 
These outstanding qualities were recog­ 
nized by religious and civic groups alike and 
he received many well-deserving honors. 
One of these was the presidency of the Gen­ 
eral Synod of the Reformed Church of 
America, the highest honor that can be be­ 
stowed on a minister by that church. This 
was a manifestation of the affection, esteem 
and respect in which he was held by mem­ 
bers of the clergy. He also was elected 
president of the Board of Domestic Missions 
and served as head of the Classis of Ulster 
and moderator on several occasions. 
Middlebury College, his alma mater, con­ 
ferred upon him his degree of Doctor of 
Divinity. 
His constant attention to the vast respon­ 
sibilities, aside from his notable service in 
the church, that were thrust upon him were 
jbys of his life. Ever ready to help others, 
he often put aside personal matters to be of 
service to his fellow man. In these endeav­ 
ors, he was active in the Kingston Rotary 
Club, the Ulster County Board of Health, 
the Welfare Department, the Police Depart­ 
ment as commissioner, the Kingston Hospi­ 
tal as a member of the board of managers, 
Kingston Lodge, No. IO, F. and A. M., the 
Y.M.CA. and numerous other groups work­ 
ing for the betterment of the community. 
Counted a friend by hundreds in all walks 
of life, many times was his advice sought 
en diverse matters, personal and civic, and 
his counsel was impartial and responsible. 
In his own fervent and gracious way dur­ 
ing his long ministry, he uttered the valedic­ 
tory to a great many men and women, great 
and small. 
His death is a great loss, not only to his 
family, the members of his church and his 
many friends, but also to mankind.

STOCK-JOBBING PROPAGANDA 
It is not often that I read advertisements of 
stock-jobbers, but when one bore the title, “Eisen­ 
hower as a Market Influence," it caught my eye. 
Poor Ike! How his friends abuse him! Arthur 
Wiesenberger and Company first announced that 
their pamphlet “Eisenhower as a Market In­ 
fluence is described as “must" by eminent authors 
ties, names, (rf course, not given. It is also stated 
that this learned document is available for 92.50, 
which seems a lot of money for a four-page affair, 
even though with it comes the aforesaid company’s 
investment report for 1952, which I have not yet 
read. 
I receive such 'published matter from banks, 
brokerage houses and similar institutions, free of 
charge, daily to the amount of several large waste­ 
paper basketsful. Sometimes one is excellent, but 
I figure that $2.50 is an outside price for this one, 
equivalent to a mink coat bought wholesale, com­ 
paratively. 
So, I got the thing, read it in three minutes 
flat, and was no wiser after I encountered Arthur 
Wiesenberger and Company than before. 
Seven 
palpable reasons, none of them different from any­ 
thing that you might have seen in a dozen or two 
newspaper articles, are given to explain why Ike 
Eisenhower would be "an ideal candidate." 
The 
foremost reason is: 
“I. An apparent minimum of political commit­ 
ments.” 
Precisely what the writer means by that is not 
clear. 
If he means that General Eisenhower has 
taken no stand on the important political issues 
affecting the American people, it is not quite true. 
General Eisenhower has definitely supported the 
foreign policy of the Truman administration, avoid­ 
ing. however, any serious discussion of current do­ 
mestic affairs. He did once make a speech in favor 
of private enterprise. 
If, however, the writer of this special supple­ 
ment means that General Eisenhower has avoiaed 
commitments of a personal nature, he is alto­ 
gether wTong, for the general is definitely tied in 
with three groups: 
1. The Dewey-Duff-Morse combination of Re­ 
publicans to whom are joined Senators Lodge and 
Saltonstall, who are captives of the C.I.O., because 
of the political conditions in the state of Massa­ 
chusetts. 
This is a formidable group in the Re­ 
publican Party and cannot be ignored by General 
Eisenhower’s opponents, nor is it believable that 
such practical men would walk out on a limb with­ 
out some commitment from the general. They 
have been successful in their own operations and 
would not readily take risks that could eliminate 
them from any voice in the affairs of their party. 
2. 
A select group of businessmen have been 
commuting between New York and Paris, osten­ 
sibly to inform themselves on General Eisenhower 
but actually to build a relationship to him. Some 
of the businessmen have been gathering a pre­ 
convention campaign fund on General 
Eisen­ 
hower's behalf. 
It is impossible to believe that 
these substantial and practical businessmen would 
undertake such an operation without knowing 
what they are doing. Most of them are the same 
men who put over Wendell Willkie. 
3. There is an anti-Truman group within the 
administration who hope that General Eisenhower 
might be the Republican candidate, so that, come 
what may, they will continue in office. This group 
and their journalistic associates, including the 
publishers of some magazines of national circula­ 
tion, are risking their all on the Eisenhower can­ 
didacy. 
As things go politically, all this involves com­ 
mitments, the Wiesenberger statement to the con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 
Finally, it is doubtful whether it would bt 
sound to put any real money on the following sags 
advice from the aforesaid Wiesenberger: 
“And what about the market? 
Would Dwight 
Eisenhower’s election send the market to the tra­ 
ditional 3 per cent peak yield basis (500 + Dow)? 
Not immediately, of course. 
Eventually, possibly. 
“A deep underlying cause of distrust, fear and 
timidity on the part of the # investor lies in the 
feeling that we are drifting, perhaps quite uncon­ 
sciously, toward a socialistic state with all that 
may mean in the way of indefinite continuance of 
huge government expenditures, high taxes, con­ 
trols and the inevitable interference with free 
markets. 
“The nomination alone of Eisenhower could 
send to the stick market a large volume of idle 
funds awaiting a favorable occasion, his election 
even more.” 
Hold your horses, fellow citizens! 
There is 
nothing more uncertain than cause and effect in 
the stock market, as Bernard Baruch always ad­ 
vises the suckers. Certainly the cause and effect 
indicated here is not an 8-5 bet. Why are finan­ 
ciers such incompetent politicians?

TOOTH DECAY FROM TOO MITCH SWEETS 
I often think of the unselfishness of the mem­ 
bers of our school boards who give their valuable 
time freely in their endeavor to help our boys and 
girls become useful and loyal citizens To help 
along this valuable work, there are formed what 
are known as home and school clubs which take a 
keen interest in the regular school subjects and also 
in the matters of the other school interests of the 
pupils outside the classrooom. 
One of these organizations. National Congress 
of Parents and Teachers, has recently received 
great praise in The Journal of the American Dental 
Association for its action in condemning the sale of 
candy and carbonated beverages in the nation’s 
schools. A statement issued by the congress said 
these sweets interfered with a balanced diet and 
the formation of sound health habits. 
I have recently written of the efforts of the 
American Dental Association in pointing out that 
candy, sugar in any form, left on the teeth is the 
greatest single cause of tooth decay and that the 
profit from the sale of candy and sweet drinks in 
our schools would not begin tq pay for the cost of 
caring for and removing decayed teeth caused by 
too much candy and sweets. 
While every dentist, physician and health worker 
will agree with the stand of the American Dental 
Association and of the National Congress bf Pa­ 
rents and Teachers in condemning the sale of 
sweets in the school, we are all overlooking one 
important point. The boy or girl at the end of the 
school day, 3:30 to 4:00 p. rn., is tired and needs 
starch (candy and sweets) if he is to play until 
the evening meal. The candy or sweets he eats will 
carry nim, give him energy, until the evening meal. 
Contrary to general opinion, food eaten and used 
in play or other physical effort will be all used 
before the evening meal and the child will still have 
an appetite for more food. 
The way the American Dental Association and 
National Congress of Parents and Teachers can 
prevent tooth decay and yet let the children have 
sweets Et 3:30 to 4:00 p. rn. is to encourage the' 
children, when finished with this afternoon treat a t 
home or school playground, to rinse out the mouth 
.with water. Water will wash off the sugar left on 
surfaces of the teeth and thus prevent tooth decay. 
Naturally we wish our children to play, and 
play group games, not only for their physical health 
but for their mental and emotional health also. 
After all, play prevents mental and behavior dis­ 
turbances, which means fewer patients in our 
mental institutions later.

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Bolivian Tin Companias Engage in International 
Blackmail: Extort! Ona ta Prices Asked 
By DAVID LAWRENCE 
Washington, Dec. 28—Interna- f 
tional blackmail isn’t all on the 
other side of *the Iron Curtain. 
There is a good deal of it on this 
side. Some of the principal offen­ 
ders are stockholders of Bolivian 
tin companies who live in Europe 
and who are closely identified 
with the British government and 
with tin interests in Malya and 
Indonesia. 
For the biggest hold-up in the 
whole field of raw materials today 
is in tin, for which Bolivia is seek­ 
ing to extort a high price from the 
United States. If granted, such a 
price will send up the cost of 
canned goods in America and 
other articles using tin containers. 
The 
Reconstruction 
Finance 
Corporation, 
headed 
by Stuart 
Symington and backed up by the 
unanimous 
recommendations 
of 
the Senate Preparedness Commit­ 
tee, of which Senator Lyndon 
Johnson, Democrat, of Texas, is 
chairman, is refusing to bow to 
the Bolivian extortion. 
The facts are shocking in their 
boldness and in their utter dis­ 
regard of the interests of the 
American people. Here are the 
essential points: 
First, the Bolivian tin produc­ 
tion is interwoven in* the tax poli­ 
cies of the Bolivian government. 
The price of the tin is figured, not 
on the cost of production, but on 
the amount the Bolivian govern­ 
ment 
and 
the 
rich 
producers 
choose to collect. It is true that 
the expenses of the Bolivian gov­ 
ernment are met largely out of 
the tin tax, but, if the United 
States government wants to subsi­ 
dize a foreign government, 
it 
could be better done by a direct 
grant or loan than by lioosting 
the price of raw materials in 
world markers. Bolivia, inciden­ 
tally, 
has 
defaulted on 
every 
single loan made to her by the 
United States in recent years. 
Second, nobody knows how the 
gross receipts from the tin tax 
and, tin sales are split as between 
the Bolivian government and the 
stockholders, who, according to 
London financial newspapers, are 
now getting a IOO per cent return 
on their invested capital and who 
expect even more if the new 
phases of the blackmail should be 
successful. 
Third, the Bolivian costs of 
production — according to their 
own figures—have gone up only 28 
per cent since Korea, and the I 
RFC, which does American buy­ 
ing for the stockpile, has been 
willing to raise the pre-Korean 
price from 76 cents to $1.12 a 
pound, which includes the Boliv­ 
ian export tax. This has been re- j 
fused by Bolivia, and the Bolivian 
mining interests are demanding, 
$150 and are saying, in effect: { 
“America must come to us and 
accept our price." 
| 


Fourth, if the United States 
grants the Bolivian price, this 
automatically fixes the price, for 
tin from Malaya and Indonesia 
and the Belgian Congo even though 
the production costs in each of 
those three areas are much lower 
than in Bolivia. 
Fiflth, if a foreign government 
can include an export tax as a 
part of the cost of production of 
a raw material and can increase 
that tax at will, the result will 
be, as the Senate committee has 
pointed out, that a foreign coun­ 
try has been given a key to the 
American treasury. The export 
tax has gone up IOO per cent, even 
though costs of production haven’t 
gone up more than 28 per cent. 
Sixth, the RFC has suspended 
its purchases of tin for the Ameri­ 
can stockpile until Bolivia ceases 
its extortion and comes to an un­ 
derstanding based on sound com­ 
mercial 
practices 
rather 
than 
gouging. 
It is apparent that the Depart­ 
ment of State is giving heed to 
Bolivian government protests and 
is sensitive to Bolivian pressures 
to get the price accepted. But the 
RFC is balking and is taking the 
position that, if the United States 
wants to subsidize Bolivia, that is 
a different matter and that this 
should not be allowed to affect the 
price of tin where it becomes a 
world price, because it will start 
a precedent in countries which 
have large supplies of oil, copper, 
rubber and 
other commodities 
needed in the armament pro­ 
gram. 
A mission sent 'recently by the 
RFC to Bolivia has reported that 
the price asked is unreasonable 
and that, while America should 
pay for tin a fair price that in­ 
cludes a reasonable profit, there is 
no reason why the various tin- 
producing companies owned by the 
British and other European in­ 
terests should hold up Uncle Sam 
just because tin is needed to fight 
communism. 
It is a shameful chapter in in­ 
ternational affairs and, when all 
the facts come out through Sen­ 
ate investigation, maybe Prime 
Minister Churchill will discover 
that the British Government will 
have lost in economic aid many 
times the dollars involved In the 
Bolivian blackmail. For it seems 
certain that expressions of resent­ 
ment will come from Congress 
when the Mutual Security Pro­ 
gram is up for further appropri­ 
ations next year and particularly 
when aid to Britain is considered. 
The

needs 
a 
thorough airing, and the Churchill 
government might well be the 
first to clean its own house and 
show the American people that it 
is not asking for aid on the one 
hand and with the other hand 
abetting Bolivian blackmail of the 
American treasury. *

Hie bitter experience gained by 
the navy at Wake Island, where 
civilian w o r k e r s were over­ 
whelmed on December 14. 1941, 
showed the need for flghter-buikl- 
er Organizations which were called 
n a v a l construction battalions. 
Now, IO years later, the SeaBees 
are flexing their muscles again Ip 
the Far East and at widely scat­ 
tered activities throughout the 
; world. Etoht mobile CB units are 
now carrying on the "can do” tra- 
' dition which was so vital a factor 


I in the triumphant advance of our 
forces in World War 2. 
The outbreak of the Korean 
conflict re-emphasized the need 
for men who could both build and 
fight, and the present comple­ 
ment of about 4,000 represents a 
considerable increase over peace­ 
time numbers. 
Inchon Big Opsmtton 
At Inchon, the largest amphib­ 
ious operation ainee World war 2, 
the SeaBees built pontoon piers 
and bridges so that men and sup­ 
plies could move ashore continu­ 
ously despite the tremendous tides 
which 
sometimes 
exceeded 
30 
feet. 
At Hungnam, on the Korean 
east coast, where more than 100,- 
000 marines and Korean civilians 
were evacuated after the fighting 
retreat from the Changjln reser­ 
voir, a CB-constructed pier made 
possible 
round-the-clock 
opera­ 
tions. 
Last spring, SeaBees stationed 
1 in Japan added to their "can do” 
laurels in an emergency repair 
operation on a Marine Corps air­ 
field near the 36th parallel in 
Korea. The SeaBees were called 
in when the airstrip became un­ 
usable just as hard-pressed front­ 
line marines put in an SOS for 
close air support which the fly­ 
ing leathernecks are so well­ 
equipped to provide. In a little 
more than two months, and with­ 
out interrupting vital flying sched­ 
ules, a group of 30 SeaBees com­ 
pleted what is considered by the 
marines as one of their best all- 
weather airstrips. 
Cm Handle Anything 
Rear Admiral Joseph F. Jelley 
(CEC) USN, chief of navy civil 
engineers, says the SeaBees "are 
again able to handle any job as­ 
signed to them.” 
Here in the United States, a 
stepped-up program for military 
and construction training is in full 
swing st Davisville, R. L, and Port 
f Hueneme. Calif., where recruits 
from boot camp are sent for ad­ 
vanced training. Amphibious Sea­ 
Bees undergo rigorous training 
under marine non-commissioned 
officers at Little Creek, Va. 
Most of the SeaBees now on ac­ 
tive duty (more than 60 per centi 
are reservists . . . skilled machine 
and construction workers called 
up from organized CB reserve 
units all over the country. As the 
reservists return to civilian life, 
it is expected that their places will 
be taken by younger navy recruits 
who soon will be pouring from the 
’ training school at Port Hueneme. 
( Should the occasion arise when the 
SeaBees must return to their 
World War 2 tasks, "can do” still 
will be the watchword.

With Christmas over, you get 
ready to hang up a new calendar 
in the kitchen and wonder what 
next year has in store for you. 
There is something stimulating 
aboilt starting a New Year. A 
fresh start, if only inspired by a 
a calendar, is good for our slug* 
gish minds. And think how dull it 
would be if we couldn’t rip the 
old calendar off the wall and had 
to look at the same fly-specked 
fishing scene or pin-up girl for an­ 
other twelve months! 
It is a little early to look ahead 
contrarily. The great flood of 
crystal-ball predictions have not 
been published. 
However, the Ruminator thinks 
we can assume a contrary’ view­ 
point to this extent: We know 
that 
the g r e a t majority of 
'•opinions” that will be released 
about 1952 will concentrate on 
domestic business—how* good busi­ 
ness will be, how profits may swell 
or shrink, how big the govern­ 
ment deficit will be, and so on. 
In contrast to these domestic 
business affairs. Iii hazard the 
guess that the three most influen­ 
tial events next year will be these: 
International dealing and for­ 
eign crises; 
Monetary developments, both in 
this country’ and abroad; 
The political campaigns in this 
country, and an aroused public 
who will demand that "the rascals 
be turned out.” 
It seems to me that ordinary 
business affairs will be dwarfed 
next year by the larger and vast­ 
ly’ more significant developments 
in the above spheres of activity. 
It is certainly a fact that we can­ 
not continue to walk the tight 
rope much longer in dealing with 
Russia and the other Red coun­ 
tries. Someday wre’ve got to fish 
or row ashore; we can’t forever 
twist around in a circle, neither 
getting anywhere nor catching any 
fish.While confronted by the Rus­ 
sian bear w’e shall also be faced 
with crises among the w’estem 
nations. Prime Minister Churchill 
made it quite clear indeed, last 
Saturday, that he offers no bed 
of roses for Great Britain. He re­ 
turns to his blood-tears-and-sweat 
forthrightness of 12 years ago 
(although he sees less danger of a 
major 4var). 
The 
rearmament 
p r o g r a m 
abroad is lagging, and promises to 
cause much frustration among of­ 


ficials including General Eisen­ 
hower. 
We, here in relatively safe 
America, persistently urge the 
western Europeans td unite in 
some sort of a "Federated States 
of Europe” whereas, when you 
come down to it, it is none of our 
business. It is all very well for us 
to say to Europe that she must do 
more for herself if she expects 
more aid from us, but why we 
take upon ourselves (as Acheson 
and others do) to "order” Euro­ 
pean nations to federate or unite 
in some legal and political fashion 
is beyond this writer’s understand­ 
ing. 
The deeper we stick our 
noses into Europe’s political busi­ 
ness the more surely will we find 
ourselves so enmeshed that when 
the house falls it’ll fall on us, too. 
Turning to monetary affairs, 
there are sure to be extraordinary 
developments in this sphere in the 
coming year. There is a healthy 
trend now discernible. Here in the 
United States the Federal Reserve 
Board has shown its independence 
of the government and has per­ 
mitted money rates to follow a 
free course. 
Interest rates are 
rising—and the money markets 
are relatively free of government 
intervention at present. 
An ex­ 
tremely important congressional 
inquiry commences 
after New 
Year’s, under the chairmanship of 
Congressman Potman, of Texas 
(an avowed easy-money advocate). 
This will once again air the bank­ 
ing controversy, but sow much in­ 
terest has been aroused in finan­ 
cial circles around the country 
that it is safe to say that this in­ 
quiry will accomplish a useful pur- 
i pose and probably will result in 
further independence of the Fed­ 
eral Reserve System (although 
I Patman believes the central banks 
I should be under the thumb of the 
Treasury Department—should be 
owned, in fact, by the govern­ 
ment). 
Monet aiy developments abroad. 
too. will be critical. 
It appears 
doubtful that foreign currencies 
: will be "freely convertible” for 
I some time, but at least there is 
I a conservative trend noticeable. 
which is encouraging after the 
manv years of warship for "man­ 
aged money.”

Significance af Idea 
The significance Is this: 
In any atomic furnace, you can 


posing lithium to atomic neutrons 
in an atomic furnace. 
Top scientists have speculated 
that if the H-bomb is perfected, it 
would be compounded of a rela­ 
tively small amount of tritium 
plus a much larger amount of an­ 
other form of heavy hydrogen 
called deuterium. - 
But, whether plutonium and tri­ 
tium are made simultaneously, or 
separately in a furnace, each is 
made at sacrifice of the other. 
The reason for this is that the 
production of each depends upon 
neutrons, or atomic rays, within 
the furnace. If you use a given 
number of neutrons to make plu­ 
tonium. you have that many less 
for making tritium—and vice ver­ 
sa. 
Getting back to the significance 
of Canada’s ‘-‘heavy water* reactor. 
it has what is technically called 
the highest "neutron flux” of any 
known reactor. 
Mere Neutrons Available 
That means that at any given 
time in any part of the reactor, 
more neutrons ere available for 
doing certain atomic jobs than 
there are available in any other 
known reactor in the world. 
Thus, in the manufacture of 
plutonium—or tritium—you’d have 
more neutrons available at a given 
time in a given area of your "heavy 
water” device than you would lf 
you were running a graphite de­ 
vice. 
• 
Finally, this boils down to the 
fact that for a given amount of 
uranium as your starting fuel, you 
could produce plutonium and tri­ 
tium faster than you could with 
the same amount of uranium in a 
graphite pile.
